FRANKFURT. — The West German 
central bank had to buy 8 record 
§$2,700m. yesterday as world money 
T™merkets lurched into a new and 
Sudden crisis only 16 days after 
President Nixon's 10 per cent de- 
valuation. 

Chancellor Willy Brandt ordered 
his financial advisors into urgent 
consultations with the U.S. and 
European allies. 

“The bank had to buy $2,700m.,” 
Mr. Brandt told newsmen as he 
awaited the arrival of Sritain’s 
Prime Minister Edward Heath for 
financial and economic talks. ‘That 
has never hal before any- 
where in the world.” Mr. Brandt 
summoned the advisors to a special 
“finance cabinet meeting” at the end 
of the dollar's worst day on Europ- 
ean money markets. 

Later, a Bonn government spokes- 
man said that West German foreign 
exchange markets will be closed 
today.

the information gathered by a three- 
man French fect-finding tour now 
in Israel would be submitted, to- 
gether with Information collected in 
Egypt, to the French Civil Aviation 
Authority, which wilt then draft 
Hs conclusions. 


CONVERSATIONS 


The French will probably seek to 
obtain through thelr Embassy in 
Cairo the Egyptian record of the 
conversations between the French 
pilot of the ill-fated plane and Egyp- 
tlan ground control, both before the 
plane crossed the Suez Canal and 
once it had entered Sinai air space. 
Such information would hopefully 
help to understand why the plane 
was not intercepted by Egypt's own 
air force when it became clear that 
it was off course. The French avia- 
tion authorities do not intend to 
dispatch an investigation team to 
Cairo.

TEL AVIV. — The Jewish Agency 
yesterday denied it had ever order- 
ed the calves which an American 
Shipper said he was holding back 
because of the Libyan airliner dis- 
aster. It said the shipper, Peter 
J. Nelson, had actually been turn- 
ed down by the Agency weeks be- 
fore the incident. 

Mr. Nelson, president of the 
Globus Corp. of Arlington, Virginia, 
had been quoted earlier this week 
as saying that,in protest over the 
downing of the Libyan plane,” his 
company had cancelled an agree- 
ment to ship 2,000 heifers that the 
Agency had ordered. Yesterday the 
Spokesman for the Agency's Land 
and Settlement Department, Esther 
Shor, told The Jerusalem Post, that 
Globus had indeed been one of four 
U.S. companies the Department 
asked for bids. But Globus’ price 
had ‘been too high, and the Depart- 
ment had turned them down. 

“This was three weeks ago, so 
we were rather surprised this week 
to see Mr, Nelson's statement about 
this cancelling an agreement that 
had never been made.” 


Bir’im evacuees 
stage sit-in

GUSH HALAV. — Some 200 former 
residents of Bir’im, evacuated 25 
years ago to this Upper Galilee vil- 
lage, staged a sit-in on a nearby hill 
yesterday to protest a Lands Admin- 
istration “plan to settle them here 
permanently. 

The villagers, who have been fight- 
ing to return to their original vil- 
lage, said they would repeat the 
sit-in today and would end the strike 
tomorrow with a march to Birim 
and 8 prayer session at the church 
there --- the only Birim building 
5111 standing. 

They spent the day on Akaba hill 
yesterday, waving banners prociaim- 
ing, “If development, why not at 
Bir'im?" and “The army promised 
to return us — the army will keep 
its promise." All Birim children 
were kept home from school and 
none of the men went to work 

The pian to rehabilitate ‘the 
evacuees on Akaba hill was prepared 
18 months ago, and was speeded up 
as a result of the campaign by 
the Bir'im villagers (along with 
those evacuated from Dkrit village) 
held last summer. Some of the 
evacuees had already bought plots 
on the hill, and the Administration 
had started preparing the area for 
building. when the committee of 
Bir'im villagers waging the cam- 
Patgn for return objected. All the 
ex-Bir'im residents have now re- 
jected the plan. ν

‘Christians for Moses’ to 
combat Jews for Jesus’

Theré will” be 
meetings at private homes and in- 
formation drives outside embassies 
and consulates. “We will give the 
Christian missionaries’ a dose of 
their own medicine and act precisely 
as they do on the Mount of Olives 
and in Jaffa. Maybe then the autho- 
rities will reach the conclusion that 
missionary activity of any sort 
should not be permitted," Rabbi 
Kahane said. ᾿ 

He voiced full support for all 
recent anti-missionary attacks, say- 
ing the missionaries’ are attempting 
to convert “hundreds of Jewish chil- 
dren.” 

One of the founders of "Christians 
for Moses,” 20-year-old John Cum- 
mings, an American mormon, said 
he had become convinced that Moses 
should replace Jesus as the leading 
figure In Christianity when he visit- 
ed the Western Wall. He arrived in 
Israel four months ago and plans 
to “dedicate his life to preaching 
the new faith:"

TEL AVIV. — West German and 
French scientists have independ- 
ently confirmed an Israeli investi- 
gation that massive doses of 
propranolol! — a drug which in- 
fluences heart activity -— is a 
valuable tool in the treatment of 
certain types of mental illness, 

This was reported yesterday by 
Prof. Avraham Atsmon of Bellinson 
Hospital, who headed a team of Is- 
raeli researchers at Beilinson 
the Geha Mental Hospital. He was 
speaking to members of the Amert- 
fean Medical Association, which yes- 
terday wound up its acientific ses- 
sions at the Hilton Hotel here. 

This is the first time the AMA. 
has ever gone abroad to hold a 
medicat conference. Yesterday the 
delegates heard lectures on current 
work in progres’ at Beilinson, Sheba 
and Ichilov Hospitals. 
Dr. Atsmon, reporting on the re- 
sults of the firat 44 mental cases 
treated, noted that 18 had shown 
“much improvement,” 
“some improvement," and 14 had 
shawn “no improvement.” But the 
last were mainly patients with brain 
damage, or chronic schizophrenics 
whose nervous systems had been 
damaged. 
The results were good in cases 
of acute schizophrenia, post-partum 
psychosis, and in the manic (exhlla- 
ration} stage of manic-depressive 
disturbances, Prof. Atemon said. 

He stressed that the drug should 
only be used by a trained medical 
team in 8 24-hour intensive-care

He showed the delegates a graph 
sent to him by a famous Moscow 
physicist in which he illustrated 
the effects of free world public 
opinion on the situation of Russian 
Jewry.

The tow-truck operators, who are 
members of the LG.A., started thelr 
strike on Sunday in protest against 
the exclusive concession awarded by 
the police to the Magor Towing 
Company to remove cars wrecked 
in road accidents. Magor is not an 
ΣΟ. Α. member. 

Police officials said last night that 
traffic was flowing smoothly on all 
roads despite the strike. 

Assistant Commander Michael 
Bochner, spokesman of National Po- 
lice Headquarters, sald yesterday 
that despite I.G.A. statements no 
monopoly had been granted. There 
had been a tender and Magor had 
put in the lowest bid, IL20 compared 
to a bid of about IL80 to IL35 by 
the only other bidder, Shamger, 
L.G.A,'s subscription road service, he 
said, 

“Since we had the interest of the 
public in mind we gave the tender 
to the lowest bidder," he continued. 
“LG.A, applied for two orders nisi 
in the High Court of Justice. The 
court not only turned them down 
but said the police had acted in 
the interest of the public.

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Peking asks Taiwan 
for talks on 
reunifying China 


PEKING (Reuter). — Communist 
China's leaders yesterday invited the 
Nationalists in Taiwan to join them 
in open or secret talks on reunifying 
China — seemingly the start of a 
massive diplomatic offensive follow- 
ing the visit here of U.S. special 
envoy Henry Kissinger. 

The olive branch was offered to 
the Nationalists by 80-year-old Fu 
Tso-yi, former Nationalist military 
commander of Peking, who defected 
to the Communists and handed over 
the capital without a fight in 1949, 
the year of Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung’s military victory. 

What seemed to be the most direct 
approach ever made to the Nation- 
alists since the foundation of the 
People’s Republic also contained an 
indirect warning to the Taiwan lead- 
ers not to throw in their lot with 
the Russians — though the Soviet 
Union was not mentioned by name, 


IN MAO'S NAME 

Fu's appeal, symbolically made on 
Wednesday night in the Tatwan 
room of Peking’s Great Hall of the 
Peopie, was published yesterday in 
the Communist Party journal “Peo- 
ples Daily,” and envoys here said 
the former Kuomintang general was 
obviously speaking for Chairman 
Mao and Premier Chou En-lai. 

“Tt is now high time to unify 
the motherland,” Fu said. “Let us 
come together and talk, the sooner 
the better.” 

Fu, who 15 vice-chairman of the 
National Committee of the Chinese 
Peoples’ Political Consultative Con- 
ference, said the Nationalists should 
send “some people" to the mainland 
ἀξ they were not prepared to enter 
into formal talks right away. 

These people could come openly 


or secretly “to have a look and visit 
relatives and friends,” Fu added. 
“You can rest assured that the gov- 
ernment will keep the matter secret, 
keep its word and guarantee your 
safety and freedom to come and go,” 
he said. 


In Taipei, the seat of the Chiang 
Kai-shek regime, a high Nationalist 
Official rejected Fu's call out of 
hand. The official, who asked not to 
be named, referred to a specch last 
Friday by Nationalist Premier 
Chiang Ching-kuo, in which Chiang 
sald his government “shall always 
oppose the Communists and never 
compromise with them." The official 
said, “It is impossible for the Re- 
public of (Nationalist) China to talk 
with the Communists.”

LONDON (UPI). — Hospitals sent 
home thousands of patients and 
handled emergency cases only yes- 
terday as “strike a day’ week 
Spread to non-medical staffs. 

Prime Minister Edward Heath 
blasted those responsible for 
Britain's worst week of strikes since 
the war, with 700,000 on strike, for 
taking pointless, irrelevant action.

DACCA (AP). — ‘A smallpox epi- 
demic that broke out in Bangladesh 
two months ago has so fer killed 
more than 2,500 people in Dacca 
alone, and is still taking lives in the 
city at the rate of 60 to 70 a day, 
the “Dacca Morning News” reported 
yesterday. 

Municipal authorities, ‘however, 
put the two-month death toll at 
1,500, but said they feared more 
than 5,000 people are suffering from 
the disease. Many of the victims 
are children. 

Dr. N. Ward, a Lidell ΠΡ Ξε τως 
ganization expert en; in ing 
to eradicate smalipox in Bangladesh, 
said in an interview: “One out of 
three who caught the disease died of 
smallpox in Dacca City.” He added 
that the half-million floating popula~ 
tion living in slum conditions in 
Dacca are a major health hazard. 

Meanwhile, authoritles have 
pressed into service about 40,000 
health workers for a countrywide 
vaccination campaign.

German sources carefully avoided 
any undue optimism, but it seemed 
clear that Mr. Ismail himself was 
encouraged by hts previous talks in 
Moscow, London, Washington and 
New York, before coming here. 

The sources spoke of flextbility in 
the Egyptian's position, and noted 
that Mr. Ismail presented his case 
“soberly and with dignity” and dis-

Bombs rock Damascus 
as rioting spreads 


BEIRUT (UPI). Moslem de- 
monstrations against Syria’s pro- 
posed new constitution spread to 
other cities on Wednesday and 
bombs exploded In Damascus, Beirut 
press reports said yesterday. 

The riots started in the central 
Syrian city of Hama on February 
21 and spread later to Homs and 
Damascus. 

The Beirut reports said the Moslem 
demonstrators were protesting the 
omission from the new constitution 
of a declaration that Islam is the 
state religion. But student de- 
monstrators in Damascus on Tues- 
day scattered leaflets calling for the 
overthrow of President Hafez 
Assad's regime. 

Assad, a 46-year-old army Lt.-Gen., 
seized power In a bloodless coup on 
November 13, 1970. The new con- 
stitution, published on January 31, 
places most of the power in his 
hands. 

“An Nahar” newspaper said the 
riots reached the northern city of 
Aleppo on Wednesday, where Mos- 
lem _ Brotherhood demonstrators 
clashed with Ba'athists loyal to 
President Hatez Assad. It said two 
Ba'athists were killed. 

“An Nahar" also said two bombs 
exploded at the headquarters of the 
security police In Damascus on Wed- 


mesday, causing damage to the 
building. The “Al Hayat” newspaper 
said there were six explosions in 
Damascus. 

Beirut press reports claimed about 
ΤῸ persons have been killed in the 
seattered riots. Syria's state-run 
press and radio has made no men- 
tion of the riots. But the redio has 
broadcast a series of messages from 
various religious and worker or- 
ganizations supporting President 
Assad. 

A referendum on the constitution 
is expected’ to be held Jater this 
month. 7 

In an attempt to appease the 
Moslem demonstrators, Assad made 
his People’s Council rush through 
an amendment stating that the head 
of state must be a Moslem But 
this did not stop the.demonstrations, 
aimed primarily at Assad's Ba’athist 
Socialist policy of secularizing the 
State. 

The Beirut reports said Libyan 
Premier Abdel Salam Jalloud was 
believed to have visited Damascus 
on Monday to assure Assad that 
Libya had no hand in the demonstra- 
tions. They said an Egyptian envoy 
also met with Assad.

A old scuba diver has emerged 
from the depths to undertake a six- 
week promotional tour of Hurope 
and the U.S. to urge people to come 
and “See Israel Undersea.” 

The diver 1s Howard Rosenstela 
who came from the U.S. in 1970 
with a degree in anthropology and 
archaeology from California State 
University. 

At the WUJS Institute at Arad, 
whilst others there worried about 
future jobs and housing, “I wanted 
only to get to the sea,” ‘Howard 
said. He explored the country’s var- 


jous coasts, and realized that there ; 


were no facilities for scuba diving 
along the Mediterranean shore, 
though there were already thousands 
of Israelis who knew how to dive 
and were keen on the sport. 

Howard joined with two importers 
of diving equipment, Nathan Vardi 
and Yitzhak Kestenbaum, to set up 
the Mediterranean Diving Centre. 
They survyed the coast for suitable 
diving conditions and underwater 
attractions, and settled for a base 
near Sidni AH, at Herzliya. Howard 
brought in diving equipment and 
since August, 1971,has been giving 
scuba, diving courses continuously. 

The six-week courses cover 
theory, poot exercises and sea 
work. 

Howard also gives basic diving 
courses at the Weizmann Institute, 
the Hebrew University, at kibbutzim 
and also at the Wingate Institute 
of Physical Education, where diving 
is now part of the curriculum. 

“Diving ts a family sport. The 
only prerequisites are physical fit- 
ness and knowing how to swim. 
One can begin at the age of 15.

The death last month at 
the age of 67 of Cari Oroszlan — 
or Carli as he was known — came 
as a personal loss to many people, 
both in Holland and Israel.

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NRP TAKES HARDER LINE 


A HARD line on both foreign 

and domestic issues has 
marked this week's National Re- 
ligious Party convention. Veer- 
ing from the moderate line which 
characterized the N.R.P. under 
the guidance of the late Moshe 
Haim Shapiro, the party has 
shifted to more extremist views 
prompted, among other reasons, 
by e intense in-fighting be- 
tween its three contending fac- 
tions. 

For many years, the N.R.P. 
was unable to play any mean- 
i role in foreign affairs 
and security and economic mat- 
ters. It felt that whet it con- 
sidered to be the status quo on 
religious matters, wes being 
whittled away on many points, 
from “Who is a Jew” to the 
Sabbath Law. But the N.R.P. 
leadership knew that if the 
party would ever find itself out- 
side the coalition, it was bound 
to lose much more in the pro- 
cess, especially regarding influ- 
ence and patronage. 

With this in mind the veteran 
leadership of the N.R.P. strove 
to remain in the coalition while 
seeking to tone down the mount- 
ing criticism from various quar- 
ters inside the party, notably 
from Dr. Yitzhak Raphael and 
the Youth Circles. The party’s 
convention witnessed an effort 
to bring about a rotation among 
party office holders and to un- 
seat Drs. Burg and Warhaftig. 
But this effort, similar to other 
attempts in the Labour Party 
and Herut, was doomed to 
failure. 


The outcome of the convention 
was, therefore, 8 party constel- 
lation whose price for entering 
the next coalition will be higher. 
This was evident in the reso- 
lution on the areas and even 
more 50 on various resolutions 
regarding religious legislation. 

The N.R.P. feels encouraged 
by the potential growth in its 
supporters, many of them new 
immigrants from_ the Soviet 
Union and the United States. 
It hopes to be able to obtain, 
in the next government, 8 more 
central portfolio than the Wel- 
fare Ministry (in addition to 
the Interior and Religions Minis- 
tries). 

The “hawkish” image of the 
party is designed to win the 
votes of orthodox supporters 
who could prefer Gahal or the 
more ultra-orthodox parties. The 
N.R.P. must also satisfy some 
of the demands of its supporters 
overseas, and above all combat 
the attacks of the Lubavitcher 
Rebbe, who has demanded that 
the party leave the coalition. 

Yet it is doubtful whether the 
“hawkish” and extremist posi- 
tion will survive intact when 
the formation of the next cabi- 
net gets under way. Then the 
basic reasons for the traditional 
alliance between Labour and the 
N.R.P. will probably reassert 
themselves. But the N.R.P. has 
served notice that it will not be 
satisfied with remaining either 
a silent, or at best a tolerated 
partner, when it comes to major 
policy decisions.

WITHOUT BENEFIT OF HINDSIGH 


'N the nine days since the Libyan air- 
liner was forced to land in Sinai, 
Israel has been widely attacked by jour- 
nallsts and statesmen who have the ben- 
efit of one thing the alr force officers 
and the Chief of Staff did not have last 
week-—hindsight.

Any scientist engaged in applied 
research will testify that his work 
is rooted in basic studies, whose 
Immediate practical value may often 
have been negligible. The baaic scien- 
tists are usually the teachers, some 
of whose students move to applied 
fields while others continue in basic 
studies, in research. 


No farmer would be considered 
sane who did not 
the best available seed from which 
to grow his crops; and who pre- 
vented the preparation of seed for 
next year's crop. The continuity of 
basic research in Israel is analo- 
gous to the continuing selection and 
preservation of such seed. 

Basic research, in which Israel's 
scientific product is firmly rooted, 
could quite easily be legislated out 
of existerice, or reduced to the con- 
dition of a museum specimen. 
do this would be to imperil the 
sclentific future of Israel.
